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Board votes 
down budget 

Questions about eliminating an SRO 


dominate

What started out as a 
nice presentation by the 
high schools regional and 
state winning FBLA group, 
on their way to the national 
competition in Chicago this 
summer, ended with a bang. 
For the first time in as long 
as anyone could remember, 
the Powell County School 
Board voted to not accept 
the superintendents tentative 
budget for the next school fis¬ 
cal year. That budget was due 
in Frankfort last Saturday. 

But the fuse for the surprise 
blast was lit early in the meet¬ 
ing last Tuesday. 

A letter given to school 
resource officer Mike 
Townsend on May 15, 
informing him that he would 
not be needed next year 
due to budget cuts, set off a 
small rumbling. Sort of like 
the dark clouds as storms 
approached outside during 
the meeting, the same was 
figuratively happening inside. 
At least 10 law enforcement 
officers and nearly 15 mem¬ 
bers of the public converged 
on the meeting. They were 
concerned over the super- 


meeting 

intendents decision to drop 
from two SRO s to just one. 

Many of the officers who 
spoke, some with well over 25 
years experience, talked about 
how they had grandkids in the 
system. As Fraternal Order of 
Police Denny Frazier opened 
the public comment session 
of the meeting, he asked if the 
board was in favor of the dis¬ 
missal of an SRO. But board 
chairman Dave Griffin quick¬ 
ly cut that off. 

Tve spoken to the attor¬ 
neys at the states board asso¬ 
ciation and they said since 
this is a personnel issue, we 
can not discuss it. It is his 
(superintendents) decision, 
so we cant say anything.” 

There was then a short dis¬ 
cussion, between Townsend 
and the superintendent about 
who the SROs are employed 
by and who hired them. 

One officer, Powell County 
Sheriffs Office Chief Deputy 
Robert “Rog” Mathews, 
who has been a police offi¬ 
cer and chief in a career that 
has spanned 31 years, spoke 
about the need for the SRO. 

“Hardly a day goes by that

loses courageous battle

Former Clay City Times ad 
representative Gwen Reffitt, 
who has been battling tri¬ 
ple negative breast cancer 
for over a year, passed away 
Monday evening at her home 
surrounded by family and 
friends. She was 35. 

Gwen was a special person 
in that she never met anyone 
she could not strike up a con¬ 
versation with. Her kindness, 
sweet demeanor and desire 
to help everyone made her a 
friend to all who knew her. 

Before being diagnosed 
with cancer, she worked at the 
Times and left that position 
to study to become a teach¬ 
er. She was almost finished 
with all her classes through 
BCTC and Morehead State 
University, when she came 
down sick. Before that she 
was on the Deans List just 
about every semester and was 
a student favorite as a substi¬ 
tute teacher. 

Once she was diagnosed 
her bubbly personality 
refused to let the disease get 
her down. She spoke often 
about her faith in God and 
how “God is good to me.” A 



couple of benefits had been 
held, one was in April and 
a concert in May, to help 
raise money to help with the 
treatments she needed. The 
community showed up and 
helped as much as they could 
for one that loved this com¬ 
munity with all she had. 

In recent months she had 
surgery on her shoulder. In 
May she was hospitalized 
with pneumonia and a blood 
clot in her lung. Despite all 
the trials, she still kept a pos¬ 
itive outlook and praising 
God. Last Friday she became 
ill and was taken by her hus¬ 
band, James to the hospital. 
However, hospice was called 
in, yet she still continued to 
fight. 

She is survived by her hus¬ 
band, James and four chil¬ 
dren.

there are no issues that 
the SRO has to deal with. 
My understanding is that 
you are cutting one posi¬ 
tion, cutting traffic control 
and the other SRO may be 
teaching a class,” Mathews 
stated. “Just today I worked 
a burglary in Slade and it 
took three hours. If some¬ 
thing happened at the 
school, who answers the 
complaint.” 

Some of those present 
noted that instead of cutting 
an officer, more was needed. 
Several events were spoken 
about including an alterca¬ 
tion this school year where 
both SROs were slightly 
injured. There was anoth¬ 
er one mentioned in which 
information Townsend 
came across dealing with a 
student has led the FBI to 
assume the case. The case 
deals with a students fam¬ 
ily having ties with the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Bus drivers and teachers 
present noted the issues, 
such as weapons students 
had carried on a bus and 
that how SROs like Mike 
Townsend make them feel 
safer. 

They praised the job that 
Townsend and the other 
SRO, Kevin Babcock, do 
each day. Babcock was on a 
two day trip with the eighth 
graders, a move that every¬ 
one agreed was necessary 
and made them feel saf¬ 
er for those children. One 
speaker even talked about 
how the rapport they have 
built with the students helps 
to give kids a better view of 
law enforcement. 

Several speakers spoke 
about children safety being 
a top priority. Stanton Po¬ 


lice Chief Kevin Neal, who 
noted that he understands 
budget cuts, as his depart¬ 
ment and the city is facing 
a financial situation. 

“I know about budgets, 
I’m down an officer and he 
will not be replaced, plus 
we have to do some things 
with our schedule that will 
leave us with probably one 
officer on duty during the 
day,” Neal said. “If we are on 
a call, and seven of the nine 
buildings the schools own 
are inside this city, if some¬ 
thing happened and our of¬ 
ficer is busy elsewhere, its 
going to be hard to get here 
quickly.” Neal noted, as did 
every officer in the room, 
that they would respond as 
quickly as possible, because 
kids safety comes first. 

“I know, because IVe had 
the SRO training, so has 
Phillip (Frazier), that you 
are taught to be a police 
officer first, that is what an 
SRO is in most places, an 
officer,” Neal said. “If you 
need a teacher to teach a 
class, hire a teacher, but se¬ 
curity comes first to a law 
enforcement officer.” 

Superintendent Mike Tate 
quickly responded, “I’m not 
sure where you are getting 
he’ll be teaching.” However, 
on advice of board attorney 
Donna Hale, Tate agreed 
to wait until everyone had 
spoken and then he would 
respond. 

Phillip Frazier, a Stanton 
Police officer and former 
chief of the SRO program 
in Montgomery County, 
spoke up as well. “It is better 
to choose security over pro¬ 
grams,” he said as his young 
daughter stood next to him. 
While holding her close he 
asked the board, “What is 
her safety worth?” 

Even retired teachers 
spoke about how they had 


wished they had a Mike 
Townsend when they 
worked. Rose Hall, who 
worked at Stanton Elemen¬ 
tary before retiring and is 
a substitute teacher now, 
stated, “I see how Mike 
Townsend works with the 
students, the staff and the 
families. I wish we would 
have had one like him back 
when I taught.” 

As for budget issues, 
Townsend spoke as well 
and stated that he has never 
charged the school system 
for working a ball game 
or for directing traffic. Re¬ 
minding him that he is a 
retired officer working for 
the sheriff’s department, 
who has the SRO contract 
with the school system, he 
noted that he makes about 
$12,000 a year from the 
school system. 

After a break, in which 
Hale spoke with Tate and 
the board members, who 
had been quiet through¬ 
out, Tate did respond. He 
thanked the officers for the 
job they do and for coming 
to the meeting saying he 
valued their input. 

“I will look back at these 
statements made here, I’ve 
had Julie writing them 
down for me, and take them 
into consideration, but with 
the budget cuts as they are 
I have to make some de¬ 
cisions that are not easy. 
There are no easy answers. 
We want to do what is best 
for the kids with the monies 
that we have. Not one time 
in the four years I have been 
here have I made a decision 
without thinking about the 
kids,” Tate said. “We face 
tough cuts each year and 
we have to look at it and live 
within our means. As we 
look at this and move for¬ 
ward, we want our district 
and our kids to be safe.” 
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Then he got to the point. 
“I made a decision to move 
forward with one SRO, go 
with it and see if we can 
make it work. If it’s not safe 
we can go back and put the 
SRO back in. There are cuts 
across the board, federal 
monies, federal programs, 
state programs, and at the 
end of the day we want safe¬ 
ty for our kids. I’ve listened 
very well and I feel our kids 
will be safe.” 

He continued to explain 
his decision, “I made a deci¬ 
sion to move forward with 
one SRO. Mr. Babcock has 
been going through some 
training on a program called 
Too Good For Drugs and 
implemented that program 
last year. He will go into 
each elementary school, 
do training at a grade level 
along with teachers. That is 
the only thing he’d be doing 
in a classroom. If we need¬ 
ed assistance then, Sheriff 
Rogers has agreed that we 
could use an officer to help 
and the system would pick 
up that cost. The same with 
traffic, we want the SRO in 
the building, probably at 
the high school or middle 
school as the day begins and 
I have talked to Sheriff Rog¬ 
ers about if someone directs 
traffic we can pay for that 
as well,” Tate stated. “We’ve 
had to cut a couple teach¬ 
ers due to enrollment lev¬ 
els dropping. Security costs 
money, getting teachers 
back cost money. We will 
do all we can to stay safe.” 

Hale, the board’s attorney, 
spoke up as well. “Please 
keep in mind this was a very 
difficult decision.” she said 
to the crowd. “The position 
is not being eliminated, just 
not funded. The position is 
still there.” 

After the board approved 
the consent agenda dealing 


with trips and contracts, the 
tentative budget came up. 
In this budget the is a state 
mandated two percent raise 
for all employees, but no 
funding from the state. 

Board treasurer Ann 
Bishop gave the numbers 
to the board. The SEEK 
funding, for now, appears 
to rise in the new budget 
to $11,262,502, an increase 
of over $290,000. But the 
SEEK funds are usually 
changed by the state as the 
year moves along. The dis¬ 
trict’s contingency is cur¬ 
rently at 3.25 percent, but 
could drop to 2.63 percent 
if SEEK drops or a major is¬ 
sue arises. 

Newly appointed board 
member Susan Miller asked 
if she could address a line 
item issue. She was quickly 
advised by Hale that it was 
just a tentative budget. Tate 
also advised that it was un¬ 
certain as to what the final 
numbers would be. 

“I don’t want to vote for 
something now and then 
cannot remove it later, so I 
need to know can we dis¬ 
cuss a line item,.” 

“The numbers will prob¬ 
ably change, so it’s not nec¬ 
essary tonight,” Tate ad¬ 
vised. “We have to turn in a 
budget draft in January, the 
tentative budget in May and 
the final budget in Septem¬ 
ber. Numbers will change, 
we use a three year cycle to 
try to estimate what it will 
take.” 

Board member Mendel 
Tipton then spoke up say¬ 
ing he could not accept the 
budget. “I’m not happy with 
it, if I have to I’ll abstain,” 
Tipton said. “I don’t like the 
numbers, the one SRO and 
cuts.” 

“We can look at the SRO 
grant and the numbers 
listed,” Tate said. Hale also 


spoke up, talking about the 
grant the school system 
received for the SRO and 
school safety programs, as 
well as the contract with the 
sheriff’s office for the SROs. 

Griffin asked for a mo¬ 
tion to approve the bud¬ 
get. Board member Evelyn 
Faulkner quietly said she 
was not making a motion. 
Board Vice-Chairperson 
Diane Meadows made the 
motion and after about 30 
seconds of awkward silence 
Griffin seconded the mo¬ 
tion. Meadows and Griffin 
voted for it, while Faulkner, 
Miller and Tipton voted 
against. 

The tentative budget was 
voted down. 

A member of the public 
still at the meeting, Patty 
Gordon, stood up and be¬ 
gan to speak. She was ad¬ 
vised she could not ask a 
question. Gordon said she 
wanted to make a statement 
and said that at least five 
state governors made less 
than Tate. Griffin quickly 
stopped the statement say¬ 
ing Gordon was out of or¬ 
der. 

It is not clear what mea¬ 
sures will now be taken to 
get a tentative budget to¬ 
gether for the state. Some 
school officials have advised 
the Times that there are still 
some questions remaining 
about what funding the dis¬ 
trict will receive from the 
state for the coming year. 

The board continued and 
set up an open house for the 
new wing of the high school 
for July 23 at 6 p.m. That 
motion received the usu¬ 
al 5-0 vote. The board also 
established June 15 as the 
superintendent’s evaluation 
meeting, a special meeting. 
It is a closed meeting, but 
results are open record.

You see, even though 
we have self-preservation in 
our DNA, Gwen wanted to 
help others even more. 

Unbeknownst to me, late 
Monday evening she passed 
away. I found out as I came 
into my office at 5:30 Tues¬ 
day morning. My friend, 
Gwen, who made us laugh, 
helped us in any way we 
needed, who was a won¬ 
derful mother and wife, she 
went on to gain her heaven¬ 
ly reward. 

I did not get a chance to 
see her this past weekend 
and on Monday I thought 
I’d go Tuesday after I got the 
paper done. But that chance 
never came. But I have no 



doubts I will see her again. 

She would call me over 
the past six months or so 
and tell me that we need to 
have lunch.

Then she changed sub¬ 
jects, as she often did, told 
me she saw me somewhere 
and I looked tired. “You 
need to take care of your¬ 
self, your princess will need 


you,” she laughed, “besides 
where will we get our news 
if you go down.” We both 
laughed and she told me to 
tale care of myself. 

Gwen could have com¬ 
plained, asked why pitied 
herself, became angry - but 
she chose to walk with God 
and let Him guide. That had 
to be hard, but she was a liv¬ 
ing testament to me of what 
trusting God is all about. 

I’m sure she didn’t want 
to leave her family her 
friends, her babies behind. 
I’m sure she never wanted 
to go through any of this. 
But when dealt that hand, 
she played it with class, 
trusting the Lord. 

Her family her husband 
those wonderful kids, will 
need all the love, compas¬ 
sion and care this com¬ 
munity can give them. If 


she ever touched your life, 
made you smile, talked your

SNAP, crackle and pop: Food Stamp fraud means taxpayers subsidize drug abuse

The Jackson Walmart 
opened in 1985. At the 
time, my job required me 
to spend two or three days a 
week in the Breathitt Coun¬ 
ty seat, so I was a frequent 
shopper at the new store. I 
typically went in to browse 
the newly-released records 
(yes, vinyl was still the way 
most people purchased mu¬ 
sic back then) and check 
out the fishing tackle. 

After taking another job a 
couple of years later, I didn’t 
have many opportunities to 
shop there. That changed 11 
years ago, when I returned 
to Jackson for work and be¬ 
gan making regular trips to 
the store for household sup¬ 
plies, toiletries, pet food and 
other of life’s necessities. 

It wasn’t long before I be¬ 
gan noticing some peculiar 
purchasing habits. People 
would load up their shop¬ 
ping carts with cases and 
12-packs of soft drinks. 
They were buying more 
pop than even the thirstiest 
family could consume in a 
month, so I thought maybe 
they were stocking up the 
concession stand for a youth 
sports league, community 
organization fundraising ef¬ 
fort or public event. 

Then, I observed a few 


other interesting things 
about this phenomenon. 
It always seemed to occur 
shortly after the first of the 
month, and the purchasers 
were buying all this pop 
with their SNAP cards, 
commonly known as food 
stamps. (I’m old enough 
to remember when they 
were officially called food 
coupons). Also, I started 
noticing that most of the 
purchasers had the tell-tale 
signs of being drug users, 
particularly of prescription 
painkillers. 

Eventually I learned what 
was going on. These peo¬ 
ple were using their gov¬ 
ernment SNAP benefits to 
buy large amounts of pop, 
and then reselling it for 
cash which they use to buy 
drugs. 

These fraudsters original¬ 
ly sold their ill-gotten soda 
to small “mom-and-pop” 
stores, because the propri¬ 
etors of those businesses 
could buy it from the SNAP- 
pers cheaper than they 
could the beverage distribu¬ 
tors. Lately though, they’ve 
bypassed the middleman 
and have started selling di¬ 
rectly to consumers. I wit¬ 
nessed just such a transac¬ 
tion in the Jackson Walmart 
parking lot a couple of years 
ago. Two women were load¬ 
ing up the trunk of their car 


with 12-packs of pop when 
a man approached them. 
Money changed hands, and 
the man walked away with 
two 12-packs. 

This practice causes feel¬ 
ings to run high in the areas 
where it’s rampant. A Lex¬ 
ington television station has 
dubbed this “the pop train” 
and did an investigative sto¬ 
ry last year. Reactions were 
varied. Some complained 
that people should do what¬ 
ever they want with their 
SNAP benefits, and others 
have no right to complain. 
Many are outraged that 
their tax dollars are going to 
support illegal drug abuse. 

What can be done? It will 
literally take an Act of Con¬ 
gress to make any changes 
to the SNAP program. It’s a 
federally funded program, 
administered by the states 
for the federal Department 
of Agriculture. States can¬ 
not exclude certain items 
from being purchased. 
Minnesota tried years ago 
but that effort was shot 
down by the feds. 

Should the feds try to re¬ 
move pop from the list of 
eligible items, we can ex¬ 
pect a cry of outrage from 
the left. “Poor people don’t 
get to enjoy many things in 
life. How dare we further 
oppress them by not letting 
them buy soft drinks?” 


Some claim that people 
are doing this not to fund 
their drug habits, but to 
raise funds for other house¬ 
hold expenses. It’s plausible, 
but not very likely as there 
are assistance programs for 
everything from landline 
and wireless telephone ser¬ 
vice to electricity Besides, 
when the perpetrators have 
the unmistakable signs of 
drug abusers, that explana¬ 
tion becomes less likely 

The best solution is to 
institute some kind of quo¬ 
ta system. Since the SNAP 
cards are part of an EBT 
system, it should be easy 
to track the amount of pop 
that’s bought with one card 
and to disallow purchas¬ 
es beyond a reasonable 
amount for personal house¬ 
hold consumption. Once 
upon a time, at the first of 
each month, the Jackson 
Walmart used to post a store 
limit on the amount of pop 
that could be purchased, 
but they’ve abandoned that 
practice. 

The resale of items bought 
with food stamps is con¬ 
sidered to be fraud, and at 
least one law enforcement 
agency is doing something 
about it. The Hazard Police 
Department is using a grant 
to fund an investigation. 
They’ve secured several 
indictments and it will be 


thing we can do, just let us 
know. We are here for you, 
because our friend Gwen 
was always here for us.

interesting to watch those 
cases go through the court 
system. Meanwhile, accord¬ 
ing to a Courier-Journal 
story last week, the federal 
government has notified 
the state that rampant food 
stamp fraud in Kentucky 
threatens the state’s funding 
to administer the program. 

I’ve always been infuriat¬ 
ed at this fraudulent prac¬ 
tice. My budget is already 
stretched thin, and given 
the amount of my paycheck 
that the government gets in 
taxes, I want those dollars 
to be spent as prudently and 
wisely as possible. Plus, I’ve 
always been an outspoken 
opponent of drug abuse. So 
I’m doubly outraged to see 
my tax dollars stolen and 
then used to buy drugs. I 
hope something can be 
done to stop this wasteful, 
abusive and criminal prac¬ 
tice.

week. Apparently the break in caused 
some damage to the structure and video 
surveillance recorded two people of inter¬ 
est. Officers want to speak to those individ¬ 
uals. 

Last Wednesday, following a long night 
of 14th Regional baseball tournament ac¬ 
tion, a school employee and her young 
daughter were closing up the high school 
field concession stand. They thought they 
were apparently the only ones left at the 
ball field. As they left the concession stand 
and walked toward the parking lot, four 
men began to follow. Two of them broke 
off and started to go around the Senior Cit¬ 
izen’s Building, as if to cut them off. Feel¬ 
ing uncomfortable the woman, a sister to a 
Stanton police officer, told her daughter to 
run to the car, reportedly, and then she ran 
as well. Reports state that the men began to 
give chase as well. 

A school maintenance worker, Jamie 
Craft, reportedly was working at the city 
park during the tournament and was still in 
the area. Police say he noticed the incident 
and confronted the men. One of the men 
appeared to have a knife, but they fled the 


scene. The woman and her daughter were 
safe. The two young ladies names are being 
held at this time due to one being a minor. 

“We feel as if the men following them 
thought they may have had the money from 
the concession stand, but that had already 
been removed,” Stanton Police Chief Kevin 
Neal said. “Thankful that the maintenance 
worker came along when he did and thank¬ 
ful that no one got hurt.” 

Stanton Police, who are down another 
officer after losing one to a higher paying, 
non-law enforcement job, and new sched¬ 
ules due to overtime limits the number of 
officers out. The school resource officer had 
already left for the evening as well. A bud¬ 
get fight over the loss of one of the SRO po¬ 
sitions, will also mean fewer officers at such 
events in the future. 

The city park has become a target for 
vandalism, more than usual in the past six 
months. New light poles along the walk¬ 
ing path have been destroyed, concession 
stands broken into and some graffiti has 
appeared. However, the events from last 
week are a first and has officials, as well as 
some citizens, concerned. 

Video surveillance is expected to in¬ 
crease, as are patrols when officers are 
available.
